For well matured composts, 
the lower the value of 
Chotal-N, the lower will be 
the value of org-N/total-N. 


The relation between total-C/total-N 
and org-N/total-N, both in the solid state, 
is shown in Figure 5. No clear correlation 
exists in this case. 
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
